The exer- 
cise would da them good, even if they 
did not raise enough cucumbers for a 
mees, and what the church lost on en- 
cumbers it would more than save on 
traveling expenses.

Emigrant Horrors.

On Thursday night about 
(JOU Ger- 


man and Irish emigrants passed 
through Erie for tho West. They 
wore packed in liko cattle, and many 
of them were suffering dreadfully 
from the overcrowded stato of the 
cars, dirt, tobacco smoke, and tho 
hundred other discomforts that these 
poor people have to endure. One 
unhappy woman sat with a dead baby 
pressed to her breast, refusing all 
consolation, and strenuously resisting 
all efforts to get it from her. She 
had left the old country to join her 
husband, who had only preceded her 
a few months, and the baby, stran- 
gled and poisoned by the reeking at- 
mosphere of the cars, had sickened 
and died. Its life went out at noon, 
tho reporter was informed, but at the 
late hour of the train's arrival in this 
city she was stiil holding it in her 
lap, and gazing out of the car win- 
dow with a wild look, piteous to be- 
hold, 


THK growth of 
pauperism in 


America is shown by all statistics to 
be excessively rapid, ynt it does not 
seem to have awakened any special 
effort for its repression. Nearly all 
the charity institutions and alms- 
houses are increasing their popula- 
tion at an alarming rate, and the 
number of able-bodied beggars who 
go from house to honee soliciting 
alms is out of proportion to the gen- 
eral prosperity of the country. The 
conclusion is inevitable that a consid- 
erable number of these follow that 
course simply because it is the easi- 
est way to gain a living. There is 
also a remarkable increase in the 
number of abandoned and incorrigi 
ble children, who are turned in for 
the public to maintain. Many in- 
stances of this kind are due to the 
fact that depraved parents do not 
care enough for their offspring to 
support them. 
In England such 


cases are punished severely. A short 
time since a man who abandoned a 
child and permitted it to become a 
charge upon the public, was sentenc- 
ed to six months' imprisonment The 
good effect of such severe measures 
may reasonably be doubted, as it is 
perhaps better the child should be an 
object of charity than lie reared un- 
der the care of such a father. The 
true course to be pursued will proba- 
bly be as much of a study for the 
future as it has in the past 


THE Secretary of the Navy is not

THE BUCKINGHAM DWIELUNQ. 


Deeatur Soon to Have Another 47.OOO 


BMlHecica-Operatlona commenced. 


It ia a matter worthy of more than 


brief mention that our well-known fellow- 
townsman, Mr. L A. Buckingham, will 
soon have a new and elegantly finished 
frame dwelling built on his beautiful lot, 
which has a frontage of 160 feet on West 
Waiiamjitreet and is 150 feet deep. The 
dwelling, which will be 48x52 feet in size, 
two stories high, and surmounted by an 
ornamented hipped and gabled roof, will 
coat in the neighborhood ot $7,000. The 
style of architecture will be a combina- 
nation of designs drawn by MoNabb 
& Son, the architects and builders, who 
have contracted with Mr. Buckingham to 
commence work on the dwelling during 
the coming week. 


(THE PLAN'S, 


in the office of McNabb & Son, at 22 Mer- 
chant street, show that Mr. Buckingham 
will have one of the most attractive and 
comfortably arranged homes in Decatnr. 
On the first and second floors of the dwel- 
ling there will be halls 7 feet wide and 
82 feet long, extending from the front to 
the rear of the braiding. On the west 
aide of the hall will be the parlor, 15x17 
feet in size; and adjoining the parlor on 
the north is the dining-room 15x17 feet, 
and separating the dining-room from the 
kitchen, which is 12x15 feet, is the rear 
hall-way, six feet wide. A deep one-story 
dining-room bay window will adorn 
the west side of the dwelling. On the 
east side of the hall, opposite the parlor, 
is the library, or family sitting-room, 
15x17 feet in size, and north of it is the 
bed chamber, 13x15 feet. A two-story 
bay window will enlarge the sitting-room 
and guests' chamber above and look out 
npon'Williani street. 


On the second floor are four bed cham- 


bers, two 15x19! one 13 feet 6 inches by 
17 feet, and another 13x15 feet. On this 
floor there are also, conveniently ar- 
ranged, a bath-room 9 feet 6 inches by 12 
feet in dimensions, a sewiug-room 7x8 
feet, a trunk room 5xf>, and six large 
closets. 


The exterior ornamentations consist 


mainly of a lofty veranda, six feet wide 
and 32 feet in length, and the two bay 
windows referred to. When finished the 
dwelling will be supplied with all the 
modem conveniences, snch as gas and 
water, and the attractive grounds sur- 
rounding it will be made even more beau- 
tiful, if possible. 


The "west enders" are to be congratu-

an increase of population. This 


dea will survive the -circumstances 
•hich gave it birth, and then the 
jnericans •will awaken to a sense of 
improvidence that 
is taking no 


bought of the morrow. It may be 
objected that the time is far distant 
when the population will be too large, 
and whe*u, therefore, the growth of 
>opnlation may threaten the institn- 
ions of the country with danger. 
;ut is it so 1 As we have already 
winted out, in another eight years 
,be population of the United States 
'will probably nearly equal the popn- 
atiou of France and the United 
kingdom added together; while in 
another ten years, if the rate of 
growth is maintained, the population 
of the United States will probably 
equal that of Russia, and, unless some 
great disaster occurs to check the rate 
of growth in another fifty years it will 
have reached an enormous magni- 
tude. Already the population is 
dense In parts of the eastern states. 
And, when it is borne in mind that 
the system of cultivation tends to 
exhaust the soil, while, also, as we 
have said, the desire to increase the 
population is an overmastering one 
in the American mind, it is probable 
that the danger attendant upon over 
population will come sooner than is 
now anticipated, especially if the 
competition of other raw material 
producing countries should increase 
very rapidly and should threaten 
American supremacy in European 
markets. Xor is it only the United 
States that have to dread this diffi- 
culty.
